Emmett W. Ingrum, assist-
ant superintendent of Torrance
-Olty schools, saved taxpayers
of Torrance nearly $5,000 on
one furniture purchase opera:
sion, it was revealed this week,
when he bought all the school
teacher and secretarial desks,
chairs and files needed for the
five elementary schools of Tor-
rance for $1865. On the open
market they would have cost
$7350.

Ingrum purchased 68 double-
pedestal desks for teachers for
$20 each, while on the n\arkrt
they would have cost $114 each
or more. He bought 100
chairs at $3.00 each, although
on market they sell for $9.00
each; five secretary desks af
$24 each, which sell ordinarily,
for $125 ‘each; five 5-drawér
files at $20 each, which sell
for $70, and other equipment.
Purchase of the double-pedes-
tal desks saved buying of files
for teachers, and 'this alone
represented a saving of $1800, '
